Ottawa, July 5. — Further complaints 
have been made to the Interior department 
with reference to the treatment uccorded to 
Canadian immigrants by customs and ox 
prt-Bs companies' agents at New York. The 
practice of the New York ctiBtoms officials, 
it appears, has been to persuade settlers 
destined for the North West to send their 
effects to Winnipeg in bond by the Ameri- 
can Express company. On arrival at Winni- 
peg settlers have been mulcted in heavy ex- 
press charges, amounting to as much ua §40 
on two or three packages. The practice 
has been in vogue for three or four years, 
and the department has requested tho C P. 
R. Co. to investigate mutters with a view to 
having it stopped. 

His Excellency and Lady Derby returned 
late last night from New Richmond, Quo. 
Their salmon fishing resulted in only in- 
different sport. Six rods caught twenty- 
live lish. The vice-regal party leave for 
England on the 15th inst. The civic fare- 
well address to His Excellency will bo pre- 
sented in the Senate chamber on Saturday. 

Sir John Montgomery .Moore, command- 
er-in-chief of H M. forces in British North 
America, will bo appointed administrator 
pending the arrival of the Karl of Aberdeen. 

Thirty-one leading provincial journals in 
Great Britain have published an announce- 
ment as to the dearth of farm laborers and 
domestic servants in Canada.

FEDERATION OF LABOR, 

Protest Against Modifying the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act— They Want an Eight 
Hour haw. 

Nhw York, July 4.— The Executive 
Hoard of the American Federation of Labor 
at a meeting yesterday adopted a resolution 
to the effect that the Executive Council ar- 
range for an interview with President 
Cleveland for the purpose of urging the 
adoption of un eight hour law, and also to 
protest uguinHt any understanding between 
the United States and China to annul or 
modify the Chinese Exclusion act. Tho 
Executive Council is to report at a meeting 
to he held after tho interview with the 
President

HAWAIIAN MATTERS. 

Arrest of Dynamite Conspirators Who Tried to 
Upset the Government. 

Sa.v Francisco, July 5.— The United 
Press correspondent at Honolulu, writing 
on Juno 2S, sayB : The Government bus 
finally executed what it has had in view, 
the arrest of tho ascertained agents in tho 
dynamite conspiracy. On Friday afternoon, 
June 23, simultaneous arrests were mado of 
James Walker, Archibald Sinclair and E. C. 
Crick, on the charge of conspiracy to seize 
tho executive building und overturn tb 
Government. The offence is not bailable 
and the prisoners have been held in confine- 
ment pending examination. 

The Government has known something of 
this conspiracy for three months, and for 
several weeks has possessed exact informa- 
tion. A very conservative policy has been 
pursued, and no arrests were made until 
the evidence was complete against the ae- 
susi d. This evidence was submitted to four 
legal advisers and procounced sufficient. 
Meantime every precaution wus takeu 
against surprise, including the recent occu- 
pation of the palace. 

Of the arrested persons, Walker is a am- 
in-law of John Cummins, a mason by trade 
and a man of active nature. Sinclair is a 
highly skilled mason, but of irregular 
habits. Crick is a chemist out of work. 
About twenty prominent white and half 
castes arc more or less implicated by the 
evidence in possession of this Government, 
Nine of those persons have been cabinet 
ministers. 

The uso of dynamite wus the chief means 
of tho scheme of the conspirators. Their 
plana seem to havo been bold und exten- 
sive, but more on an anarchistic basis tbun 
one of regular warfare. Nearly all the per- 
sons implicated have more or less shady 
records. No pure Hawaiians appear to 
have been in the affair. The houses of 
Walkf r and Cummins was searched, but no 
arms or dynamite were found. 



THE EXHIBITION. 

U. S. Counsel Phelps' Reflections on the 
Pelagic Seniors— Why the United States 
Acquired AlaBka. 

Paris, July f>. — An the courso ot bib re- 
marks, Counsel Phelps, in the Behring Sea 
case to-duy, declared that the value of the 
sealing industry was the chief consideration 
in tho purchasG of Alaska by the United 
States. The country has few other pro- 
ducts of prospective value. The pelagic 
sealers included many Americans, who were 
getting their vessels registered as British or 
Canadian sealers. A limited number of 
these hunters consisted of persons of other 
vocations, who entered the scaling business 
us a speculation. Many poraona in London 
were employed in tho trade of dressing 
seal skins, and (Ireat Britain should there- 
fore endeavor to preservo the seul herds in 
order that these peoplo might have employ- 
ment. 

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 

Twenty Thousand Delegates Attending the 
Sleeting In Montreal, 

Montreal, July 5.— Delegates to the 
great Christian Endeavor convention (its 
twelfth annual gathering)] are pouring into 
tho city in groat numbers, among the dele- 
gates being Rev. Dr. Clark, of Boston, 
founder of tho movement. Over 10,000 
delegates have ulready arrived, and nearly 
us many more aro reported by telegraph as 
en route. In the advance credentials al- 
ready received by General Secretary J. W. 
Baer, of Boston, every stuto and territory 
of tho United States, all tho provinces of 
Canada, England, nearly every country in 
Europe, us well us India, China, Japan, and 
Africa and Australia aro represented. 

V society purely local to tho place of its 
organization, Portland, Maine, until the 
fall of 1881, it now bus '22,000 societies, and 
a membership closely approaching 1,T>00 000. 
It knows no denomination, for clergymen 
representing no Icbb than 25 evu»gelical 
soots will speak from its platform during 



the coming week. Among these aro tho 
following :

This evening t here were live preparatory 
meetings in the churches, the speakers in- 
cluding Rt Rev. Morris S. Baldwin, liiiihop 
of Huron, Out.; Rev. Theodore L. Cuyler, 
of Brooklyn, and other eminent divines. 
The formul addresses of welcomo will take 
place to-morrow morning. 

CHICAGO DOINGS. 



Foreign Buildings All Finished— Im- 
mense Increase in the Number 
of Arrivals- 



More Talk of Cut Rates— Great Ex 
pectations Formed as to the 
Closing Days. 



Chicago, July 5.— Two American re- 
publics dedicated their buildings at the 
World's,Fair to-day— Vonczuelu und Costa 
Rica. Tho foreign buildings aro all now 
perfectly finished, and a few days will find 
the fair complete in its entirety. The 
finances of tbo exposition, too, aro fust 
assuming a more satisfactory condition, and 
the city of Chicago is becoming truly great 
for the largo number of visitors from abroad. 
An evening paper estimates that in the 
period embraced within the last 120 days of 
of the fair, a Bum ranging from $120,000,000 
to §150,000,000, will bo brought into 
Chicago by visitors and left here. Certain 
it is that every day shows a gradual in- 
crease in the number of attendants. 

Muthew J. S. Watek. one of the stock- 
holders in the World's Fair Captive Balloon 
Co-, tiled a bill in the Circuit court to day, 
asking that a receiver for tho company bo 
appointed. Judge Collins appointed Cunuto 
K. Matson to take charge ol the company's 
affairs. The complainant claims to hold 
twenty-five shares of the stock valued at 
$50 each. The capital stock of the com- 
pany is $."0,000 divided into 1,000 shares, 
which is claimed is being dissipated by mis- 
management. 

The Union Pacific announced to-day that, 
beginning Sunday, it will make the fol- 
lowing first class cut rutes : Portland, 
Spokane, Garrison, Butte, und Helena to 
Chicago, f.'ili lit). To the Missouri 
River, $30 To St. Louis, $31. Tho 
busing rato for the points east of tho Mis- 
souri river will be $20. Tho same rates as 
those quoted above will bo put into 
effect from Ogden. In making these 
rates the Chicago and St. Puul 
rate is untouched. Tho meeting of the 
Western Passenger association to morrow 
will, unless all signs fail, end in the estab- 
lishment of u one fure rate for the round 
trip to Chicago during the World's Fair. 
Tho proposition to establish such rates will 
be made to the meeting and if that or its 
equivalent ia not, done, two of tho roads will 
threaten to withdraw from tho association. 
Matters may reach this stage, but they 
will not bo likely to go any further. 
None of the Western roads are 
doing any great business, and several of 
them, which hove spent lurge amounts for 
extra equipments, aro beginning to worry 
over the failure of people to overcrowd tho 
trains. The result is almost certain to be a 
reduction of rates.

Eight Miners Only Saved From the 
Thoruhill Colliery Dis- 
aster. 



The Deadly "Choke Damp" Killed 
Over a Hundred 
Victims. 



C.P.R. ENTERPRISE. 

The Canadian-Australian .steamship Service 
Cutting Into the Hawaiian Business 
of San Francisco. 

San Francisco, July 5. — By advices re- 
ceived to-day from the United Press corres- 
pondent ut Honolulu, the following import- 
ant information regarding the latest moves 
of tho Canadian Pacific Railway has been 
received. The Canadian Pacific Steamship 
line recently established between Vancouver 
and Australia, with Honolulu us a stopping 
point, is beginning to reuch after business 
a manner that will prnbubly be interest- 
ing to San Francisco. E>rly in July tho 
Warrimoo will arrive from Australia. On 
her will 1)0 made u shipment of 10,000 baga 
of rice billed through to Portland, Oregon. 
Tho shipment will bo made by M. Greeno- 
baum & Co., who handle about two-thirds 
of the Hawaiian rice crop. In an interview, 
Mr. Greenebaum said: "This shipment is 
merely opening tho wedge of un effort to 
tako from Sun Francisco a largo part, of her 
commerce. The Canadian Pacific railway 
must build up business for its line, and ita 
Bteamship company has made concessions to 
many firms t hut aro fur beyond any that can 
bo obtained from an American Transporta- 
tion company. My firm ships yearly to San 
Francisco 125,000 bugs of rice, und it has 
been distributed from that centre. The 
Canadian Pacific has o fibred me through 
bills of lading to any point which I may 
desire to ship at, rates that aro much lower 
than aro grunted by tho Southern Pacific 
company. Wo shall ship -1,000 to 5,000 
bags of rico u month on tho Canadian steam- 
ships. Tho new company does not stop 
hero," continued Mr. Greenebaum. " It, 
has made oven urea to other firms here, and 
will ship to them goods bought direct from 
the manufacturers, which have heretofore 
been purchased in San Francisco." 



London, July 5.— Tho work of rescuing 
tho living miners and of recovering the 
bodies of tho dead is being pushed us rapidly 
as possible in Ingram's colliery, Thornhill, 
Yorkshire, the scene of yesterday's disas- 
trous explosion that killed 150 men. Volun- 
teers for tho work of rescue ure plentiful, 
and tho miners arc working their way into 
the furthermost workings of the mino us 
fast as can be expected in viow of the fuct 
that they havo to move enormous quanti- 
ties of debris from tho galleries, Little 
progress was made lust night, as the inner 
workings were still full of gas, und the 
rescuing party could get only a littlo dis- 
tance from the shaft. Thus far the bodies 
of thirty-eight dead niineis, some of them 
terribly burned or crushed, have been sent, 
to the surface. Other bodies can bo Been 
in different parts of the mine, but they are 
pinned down with racks und timbers, 
und it will require skill and time to remove 
them. The bodies of some of the men do not 
Bhow a sign of how death was caused. The 
men wera not killed by tho cfl'ec's of the 
explosion, but by the choke damp thit filled 
tho mine after the explosive gas had taken 
fire. The air at the pit is compirutively 
good to-day, and this leads to the hope that 
some of the me.n muy havo reached p'acos 
of safety und are still alive. It also ullows 
tho rescuers to work more rapidly than 
they could havo done in gas-impregnated 
air. Muny women and children uro linger- 
ing about tho mouth of tho pit and many 
distressing scenes aro witnessed as tho bod- 
ies of the dead are brought up and exposed 
for identification. It is believed that of the 
145 men in the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion, at least 1 10 aro dead. 

Lite this evening the roBCUPrs had 
brought eighty-e : ght bodies to the"surface. 
Two men were brought up in an uncon- 
scious condition, but still breathing. Tho 
physicians who havo been around tho pit's 
mouth nearly all tho tinio since the accident 
occurred took them in charge, and hopes 
are entertained that they will recover. Six 
men who hud sustained no injuries what- 
ever, but had been imprisoned behind a 
huge muss of debris, were dug out this 
evening. When they appeared at tho 
mouth of the pit they were greeted in a 
most touching manner by their relatives 
No reason has been given for tho explosion, 
but tho conjecture ia that it was caused by 
curelessneBs on tho part of ono of the 
miners in opening his lamps. 

Eight men and u boy have been rescued 
from the mine. All hope for the othera in 
the pit has been abandoned. The bodies of 
the victims are being brought to the sur- 
face. The scenes ai the mouth of tho pit 
as the bodies uro brought up und recog- 
nized by tho relatives and friends of the 
dead are most distressing. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

The Commercial Rank of Winnipeg— Conven- 
tion of Dominion Conservatives— 
Bank Clerks Missing. 

Toronto, July 5.— (Special)— Rumors 
were current yesterday that severul largo 
grain dealers were heavily involved in the 
failure of tho Commercial Bank of Winni- 
peg, but inquiry among tho bunkers and 
those likely to bo interested brought 
nothing but a denial. As far as can bo as- 
certained only one or two persons in 
Toronto hold stock in tbo institution, ana 
the amount is small. It is also denied that 
any Toronto grain houses are holding large 
quantities through tho bank. 

The report that a convention of Dominion 
Conservatives is to bo held this fall proves 
to bo true, and it is reported that the con- 
convention will meet in this city on Septem- 
ber 13 and 14. It will not be so much a 
gathering of Conservatives as of young Con- 
servatives, as tho fathers of the young Con- 
servative movement sny that tho young 
men should have more to say in the politics 
of t he country. 

John G. Eraser, aged 24, and Michael J. 
Teedy, aged '25, both clerks in the employ 
of J. A. Carlaw, local cishier of the Grand 
Trunk Railway here, have decamped, and 
exports are now examining their books with 
a view to ascertaining the amount of their 
defalcations, which are believed to amount 
to aevoral thousand dollars. 



SILVER CURRENCY. 

The Nations Comprising the Latin Union 
Will Protect Themselves. 

Rome, July 0. — Negotiations uro proceed- 
ing between the governments of Italy, 
Franco, Belgium and Switzerland, looking 
to tho protecting of tho interests of tho na- 
tions composing the Latin Union, in conse- 
quence of the action of the government of 
India in regard to the silver currency of 
that country. It is believed that none of 
tho members of the Union will withdraw 
from it. In Berne tho minting of one-half, 
one and two franc pieces, has been almost 
suspended. A few five franc pieces uro still 
being coined. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

A Strong lieuv .Movement Weakens the Mar- 
ket Which Finally Closed Steady. 

New York, July 5. — There ia a weaken- 
ing in tho local stock market to-day. In 
tho first trading, prices reduced i to 1\ per 
cent, right through the list, A sharp ad- 
vance of one cent in sterling exchange at tho 
opening of business also operated against 
the stock market. Rumors affecting tho 
credit of C. P. Huntington, were again 
afloat, and it wus reported from London 
that the Central Pacific would not pay itH 
August dividend. Mr. Huntington denied 
the stories alleging his inability to mi et his 
contracts, and asserted that tho Central 
Pacific would pay its August dividends. 
Subsequently, when it was found that 
brokers had no difficulty in renewing their 



loanB and that foreign houses woro librral 
lenders of money at comparatively lon- 
rates, a moro " bullish " feeling set in, and 
under tho leadership of Generul Electric, 
an advance of ] to lj> per cent, 
was recorrled. The firmness was 
short-lived, however, and Eoon after mid- 
day the bear forces renewod their attacks, 
rumors being also circulated that largo 
failures were imminent in London. These 
reports could not be truced to any authentic 
8ourco. Tho markets closed steady. Clos- 
ing bids: Canadian Pacific, 7.'i^; Cen- 
tral Pacific, 19; Denver & Rio 
Grande, 10.}; Wells Forgo, 130; Great 
Northern, preferred, 10S; Missouri Pacific,

STILL RIOTING. 

The Paris Students Still Defying the Author i 
Itles and Committing dross Breaches 
ol the Peace. 

Paris, July 5.— The police stopped the 
omnibus and tramway traffic on the Boule- 
vard St. Michel and St. Germain at noon. 
The patrols prevented groups from forming 
on the streets. There has been no further 
rioting. Several of thorc arrested for tak- 
ing part in the riots have been sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment varying from a week 
to two months. The arrest of several con- 
valescent patients who hissed the polico 
from tho wii dows of tho Charito hoflpitalj 
n- s called forth a Iotter of protest front 
Pr f Goemain 

Riot ng was resumed at 9:30 o'clock to« 
n ght. A mob on the Boulevard Michel as- 
sumed a threatening attitude, and the po- 
lice charged upon the crowd, driving 
i ho rioters down the Ruo des 
Ecolcs as far as tho place Muubert. 
There tho mob mado a determined stand, 
Bhowering stones and every kind of missiles 
on tho police. A hand to hand fight fol- 
lowed, and the Btrugglo continued until the 
police were reinforced by a large force of 
militiamen and guards, when tho rioters 
wero dispersed. In tho meantime a body of 
police and Republicun guurds had driven off 
the turbulent crowds thut had ussembled in 
tho vicinity of tho labor exchange, which iB 
occupied by troops. 

At 11 o'clock there was a sanguinary en- 
counter on the Ruo des Ecoles. Tho exaet 
details aro wanting, but it ia known that 
tho Republican guards charged upoii tho 
rioters with drawn swords and that tho 
police opened fire with revolvers upon 
the mob. Ono man was killed on the 
spot with a cut from a sabre. 
Others were tuken to neighboring 
drug stores, where their wounds 
were dressed. Another mob upset and set 
fire to a tram car on the Rue Monge. Tho 
car wns burned to ashen by the time the 
firemen arrived on the scene. It is believed 
that petroleum was used to destroy tho car. 
An assistant brigadier of police was found 
drowned near tho Crenelle bridge and is 
supposed to havo been thrown in the water 
by tho mob. Two hundred persons we r o 
urrested to-night for participating in tho 
disturbance. The streets are now deserted. 

London, July G. — The Standard's corres- 
pondent at Paris says that threo policemen 
wero thrown into the Seine by tho mob dur- 
ing tho rioting yesterday. 



FIVE PERSONS BURNED. 

House Set on Fire by Lightning With Disas- 
trously Fatal Results. 

Georgetown, Mich, Julys. — E. M. BaV- 
cock, wife and child, of Fostoria, Mich., 
came here on tho 1th of July to visit Mro. 
B ibcock's father, Allen Roberts, who lives 
in Grant township four and a quarter mike 
northeast of this place. The family con- 
sisted of father, mother, and seven children, 
and they all went down to Cass City to take 
in tho celebration, returning at about 1 
o'clock this morning. About 3 o'clock 
Mr. Roberts' son wus awakened by the 
smell of smoko and found bis bedclothes on 
fire. He aroused his brother and his guest, 
Mr. George Frost, of Silverwood, Mich .who- 
was also visiting tho family. Young 
Roberts jumped out of the chumber window 
on the second floor and rushed to his father's 
bedroom window on the firBt door. He fin- 
allg succeeded in rescuing his father, mother 
and little sister. His older brother and 
sister ulso made their eacapo, but Mr. Bab- 
cock, his wife and child, und Mr. George 
Frost perished in the flames, as did also 
the seven-year old son of Mr. Roberts. 
Thus five persons were burned, nothing re- 
maining but their charred trunks. Tho 
heads und limbs wero all burned off, with 
the exception of Mr. Frost. There is only 
one theory as to tho cause of this terrible 
accident. It is that during tho rain und 
thunder storm, which was prevailing early 
this morning, the lightning struck the 
house and Bet it on fire. The inmates, re- 
turning late, worn out by tho day's trump, 
were probably never uroused and woro suf- 
focated long before the flames reached 
them. 

BURNED AT HER DOCK. 

A Big Steamer Destroyed at Chicago-Numer- 
ous hives host-Many People 
Injured. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 5.— Tho big 
steamer Bethel, anchored at tho foot of 
Sibley street, and used for tho past three 
years as a lodging and boarding house 
for about 200 poor people, was 
burned to tho water's edge at 1 1 o'clock to- 
night, six lives woro at leaBt lost and 
several aro missing, but whether 
they wero drowned or disappeared 
in the crowd will not bo known 
until to-morrow. At tho timo tho 
lire broke out tbcro were 50 persons asleep 
°? i „ thel ' Sl) r "P i( l was tho progreBS 
of the names that thoso aboard tho boat had 
to jump for their lives in their night clothcB. 
Ihefirowna caused by an explosion of a 
lamp in tho washroom. Fivo engines were 
ut tho firo within threo minutes after it 
broke out, but their work was of little 
avail. A lot of kerosene had been allowed 
to leak down tho sides of tho boat 
near tho wushroom und tho grenb 
cbboI burned like tinder. At least twenty 
persons were injured seriously by jumping. 
A dozen cars of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. laul Railroad, standing near tho fire, 
woro burned.

Tho uction will probably bu 
tried in the conrao of tho next two months, 

Messrs. Bodwell & Irving are solicitors 
for Mr. Mohun. The claim is based on an 
alleged arraugement between Mr. Mohun 
and a previous City Council. At the time 
the question of thu present sewers was first 
discussed, the Council accepted Mr. Mo- 
tion's plana for the system, und it is claimed 
that a bargain was then made whereby Mr. 
Mohun, in lieu of bis commission, waa to bu 
engaged at $."00 per month salary until the 
system was completed. The present City 
Council dispensed with Mr. Mohun's ser- 
vices on .June .'10 and the action ia now to 
recover tho professional fees, less the 
amount already received.

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TO-DAY'S WEDDING. 



Preparations for the Wedding of the 
Dnko of 'lVck ami Prin- 
cess May. 

The High Contracting Parties— Trous- 
seau of the Pride— Some of 
the Presents- 



London, July 5. — No court function 
during the present reign has given ao much 
troublo to tho ollleiuls concerned in ar- 
ranging the ceremonial as the Duke of 
York's wedding. Everything has been ul- 
tered over and over again. When the Em- 
press Frederick was married Prince Albert 
drew up the programme, after consultation 
witli tho late Lord Sydney and tho lato 
Lord Breadalbane, and not a change was 
made in it. Now, however, there have 
been euch incessant alterations that there is 
scarcely a ainglo item uf the original pro- 
gramme which has not been changed. 

Everything is in readiness for the cere- 
mony to-morrow. This morning tho trades- 
men of the city are decorating the butsidea 
of their establishments in honor of the 
event. Although Mr. Gladstone has re- 
fused to di cbiro the day a general holiday 
business will be suspended, ane the greater 
portion of Loudon will find its way to the 
West End in the expectation of getting a 
glimpse at the prospective king and queon. 
The L'rinco and Princess Henry of Prussia, 
(.ho Crown Fringe and Princess of Denmark. I 
l'riiioo Georga of Greece, tho Arohduke 

Joseph of Austria and the Duke of Oporto, 
Portugal arrived to-day, and are tho guests 
of Her Majesty at Buckingham Palace. 

The briilo is the .laughter uf tho Duko 
aud Duchess of Tack. The Duchess of 
Teck was born Princess Mary Adelaide 
Wilhelmina of Can. bridge, and was the sec- 
ond daughter of Prince Adolphus Frederick, 
seventh son of King George III. In ISu'G 
she married EL H. Francis Paul Charles 
Louis Alexander, Duke of Teck, and only 
son of Duke Alexander Constantino of Wur- 
temberg. Princss Mary was born on the 
20th oi May, 1SU7, and was given tho names 
of Victoria Mary Augusta Louisa Olgu 
Paulino CUudine Agnes. She has, how- 
ever, reduced tho string to simplo Princess 
May of Tick. In tho matter of orders she 
boasts of the title of a Lady of the Imperial 
Crown of the Order of India, which conies 
to her from her mother and her royal grand- 
mother to bo. 

Tho ducal- family of Teck traces descent 
from the elector Palatine, tho loser in the 
battle of Prague in 1020. It was through 
Flectrcsa Elizabeth that the connection be- 
tween tho houses of Stuart and Guelph was 
firBt established. Elizabeth followed her 
unfortunate husband into exile and took up 
her residence with him in Loudon. Among 
her thirteen children was the Princess 
Sophia, who became the mother of George 
I. The family homo is White Lodge, Rich- 
mond Park, which was the original hunting 
ground of Charles I, and White Lodgo has 
always been tho residence of the Royal 
Ranger. 

Princess May is a serene instead of a royal 
highness, as the Duko of Teck becomes u 
prince through royal connections only. At 
present there are some thirty or forty lives 
between Princess May and tho throne, but 
after tho wedding there will he bur, two. 
When she was twenty-four years old she 
was engaged to the eldest sou of the Prince 
of WuLes, Albert Victor Christian Edward, 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale, and pre- 
parations were already commenced for the 
state wedding when the Prince died at 
Sandringham on the 14th of January, IS92, 
On the following birthday of the Queen 
Prince George, the next oldest son, was en- 
titled Duke of York, permitted to resign 
hia naval command and invested with all 
tho honors due one looked upon as u ruler 
in the natural course of events. 

Prince George Frederick Albert was born 
in ISO.), and is not quite two years older 
than hia bride. He was sent on board a 
training-ship when a boy and taught to fol- 
low tho sea, there being no distinction made 
between him and tho remainder of his obiss, 
save in the matter of advancement. At 
nineteen he was commissioned a sub lieuten- 
ant, and at twenty received his tirst com- 
mand, a torpedo boat, detailed to play a 
part in the autumn maneuvers. In 
1890 he was assigned to the com- 
mand of the gunboat Thrush, and 
made a creditable cruise to tho West 
Indies. During that winter he was laid 
low by a severe attack of typhoid fever, 
and was only able to attend hia brother's 
funeral at considerable risk and in violation 
of the warning of his physicians. The Queen 
in the distribution of birthday favors, in ad- 
dition to Duke of York, entitled him 1-^rl 
of Inverness and Baron of Killarncy. Since 
then Prince George has been assisting his 
father in opening new town halls, dedicating 
philanthropic^ and public works, presiding 
at ollicial dinners, entertaining aud being 
entertained at reviews, receptions and the 
like. 

The luncheon for the Queen's guests at 
Buckingham palace after the royal wedding 
will consist ot hot roast chickens, hot cut- 
lota and all kinds of cold dishes, with a 
splendid display of fruit from the Frogmore 
gardens. There will bo an ample supply of 
well-iced champagne of unexceptional qual- 
ity, as well as eluret and the famous hock 
cup. One of the largest myrtles at Osborne 
in the delightful garden near the Hag tower 
wns originally a aprig from the wedding 
bouquet of the Empress Frederick. Several 
bunches of the shrub was brought from 
Osborne to Buckingham palace for the pur- 
pose of the royal wedding. 

Before tho company leave the ballroom 
Lord Chesterfield, as treasurer of the house- 
hold, will propose the oidy toasts which are 
to be allowed : to the bride, tho bridegroom 
und the Queen. The guests are to begin 
to leave tho palace directly e.fter the de- 
parture of the Duko and Duchess of York. 

In tho bride's troaseau there are eighteen 
hats, capa und bonnets. Tho hats uro 
sailors, shade bats and looped Leghorns, to 
wear with light summer dresses, and are 
designed only for the visit which the Prin 
cess May will have to make upon the Queen 
during her August stay at Grasse and for 
the little trips to White Lodge, whoro May 
will, no doubt, often go to spend a quiet 
day or two with her mother. According to 
the latest Paria mandate, theao ahade hats, 
Bailors and fancy straws, are all of a tint to 
match the gowns. For example, thoro is a 
straw hat of fancy braids. It is entirely of 
mauve, and its trimming is a very large 
how ot mauve ribbon figured in gold and 
mixed with yellow satin rosettes. Another 
hat U of pale uink Btraw, which is to be 
worn with a pink figured satin jacket made 
in what English modistes call "Tudor" 
style. A light bluo straw, a pale green 
Bailor and a deep green felt hat, looped with 
rosettes of cardinal, are among the prettiest 
of what may bo called the negligee hata. 

By far tho most numerous of tho head 
coveringa aro the bonnets. It is not con- 
sidered good form for a Royal Princess to 
appear in public in any hat less dignified 
than a bonnet, no matter whether tho sea- 



son bo winter or Bummer. Like the Prin- 
cess of Wales, Princess May hus chosen 
very tiny little bonnets to wear on all occa- 
sions when she appears before the people. 
And though they make bet BCem a little 
older, she hus added velvet strings, which 
she ties in a mathcmutionlly precise little 
bow right under the dimple in her chin. 
Tho bonnots are of .different colors to match 
different dresses. But they arc all very 
tiny and are worn well back of tho "half- 
head bang," which distinguishes tho Prin- 
cess of Wales from all other royal ladies. 

Tho Princess May is very fond of mauve 
and violet. She is jmt blomlo enough to 
wear these colors well. In her trousseau 
there are twelve niauvo gowns. One is 
what dressmakers cull a " lily pawn." A 
lily gown is a dress made of soft India 
muslin, It has a great many m flies around 
the shoulders und sleeves and a line fall of 
lace. Tho shoulders of a lily gown look 
very broad and the waist very b mull. The 
other mauve gowns uro of more substantial 
material, though all uro as far us possible of 
English make. Tho Princess May considers 
her new India shawl, her India ailks and 
India wrap to bo of English make, because 
India is tributary to England, aud all will 
be in her domain some day. Five very tin 
gowes have court trains. These were 
ordered on aocount of tho express wish of 
Queen Victoria that May would provide 
herself with court dresses so that she could 
assist at the drawing-rooms, at which the 
Princess of Wales hus been too delicate to 
be present. The Queen bus herself present- 
ed the wedding gown. 

The English modistes ure at. work upon 
the ten carriage dresses which are in her 
trousseau. One of theses is a purple silk 
shot with black, The bonnet which accom- 
panies it is of purple and yellow sat in und 
tl iwcrs, Another is a brown Bedford ami 
wi li very huge golden yellow sleeves. A 
third carriage dress has un Eaton j ickct of 
gray satin, which displays u vest und broad 
belt of pink silk. The skirt is gray, with 
bands of black. A pink cloth dress has a 
very pide green front und green sleeves, 
while the neck has a very heavy full of lace 
coming to the elbows und making what 
dressmakers cull an Empire cape. 

The one all-black coaching drc^s is relieved 
by sleeves of black and white velvet, with 
a deep fall of pearl-dot ted lace. And tho two 
white gowns are given a street appearance 
by having sleeves of a heavy material 
and a fichu of silk, which is brought, 
around the neck und crossed upon the 
bosom in Mario Antoinette style, There 
are throe summer silk carriage dresses 
which ure provided with cloth, capea heavily 
embroidered in colors to mutch the dresae3. 
And with euch of these is ono < f tho small 
bonnets, which mutch the gown in color. 

In the matter of parasols the Princess 
May is very rich. "The woman who has 
tho largest wardrobe in the world," accord- 
ing to u gossipy report, has forty parasols. 
The Princess May has sixty. All of these, 
or nearly all, were made to order, und are 
covered with the sumo materials as the 
gowns. The lighter of the parasols uro cov- 
ered with silk, which ia then draped with 
luce, or chiffon, or loops of ribbon. The 
Princess is exceptionally well supplied with 
lingerie, ull trimmed with luce, much of it 
put on by herself. 

Princess May's boudoir in her now apart- 
ments in St. James Paluce is furnished In 
white und gold. As tho young bride will 
receive the wedding culls of her royal cous- 
ins In thi3 room she has, with rare taste, 
provided herself with bulf u dozen very 
lovely house dresses, which are half tea- 
gowns and half negligee. 

The Queen hus ordered u number of 
articles in Inverness tartan from Romanes 
it Patterson, of Edinburgh, ua n present for 
tho Princess, The Uuke of York hus 
adopted the Inverness Urtun since tho sec- 
ond title of the Earl of Inverness has been 
conferred upon him, thus following the ex- 
ample of his great uncle, the Duke of Sus- 
sex, wiio was Ins predecessor in the Earl- 
dom, and who k-pt one of bis rooms at 
Kensington palaou furnished with this tar- 
tan. The Ladies' Working guild, of which 
the Queen is president, will supply a bund 
aoine altar cloth of white and gold for the 
royal wedding 

Before " Lady Aberdeen's girls" left Ire- 
land to work in the Irish village at the 
World's Fair they helped in the making of 
a large piece of Irish linen, which was to be 
sent to the Princess May for the fashioning 
of the daioty underclothing and lacc- 
trirnmcd house waists of 'which she is so 
fond. Along with the gift went ollO yards 
of tine lace. The lace was of the bind 
known us presentation lace, and is, with the 
Limerick lace, the finest that comes from 
Ireland. 

The people of Wales have jirosented a 
gift which, while not exactly u purt of the 
trou>seau, plays an important part in the 
wedding. It is a wedding ring of Welsh 
cold, from the Merionethshire mines of 
Wales. From Austrulia there has been 
Bent to the Princess u great lump of gold, 
out of which she is to have cast a purasol 
bundle of " solid" gold, und also the stick 
for a feather fan. 

Some of the women of Canada have asked 
permission to give ua a wedding preaent u 
large number of fancy pins ior the hair. 
These are Bet with jewels, and each pin is 
enclosed in a fine velvet box of its own. 
Tho Scotch linen mills got up one hundred 
of the fiuest handkerchiefs, which are so 
gauzy that six can bo druwn at one time 
through a lady's wedding ring. And from 
India there comes a ease of silk stockings 
und another of silk petticoats of almost 
priceless value. 

In the centre of ono of tho lurgeat rooms 
in the Princess' apartments in St. Jumea' 
Palace there bus been built a largo case for 
holding wedding presents. The case has a 
wooden foundation, with glass sides unci a 
glass top. Into it are to bo put tho wedding 
presents that are not in use and certain 
pieces of tho wedding trousseau which are 
so valuable as to be real curiosities. 

The Duke ot York and the Princess May, 
no doubt, will be highly pleased with the 
wedding gift presented by Lore) Vernon 
and the honorable corps of gentlemen ut 
arms, which consists of a team of Shetland 
ponies with carriage and harness complete. 
The ponies have been selected from Lord 
Vernon's park at Sudbury, in Derbyshire, 
and are per fect specimens of thai branch of 
the equine family, His Lordship's codec 
tion being regarded us ono of the finest in 
the United Kingdom. The carriage, which 
is a miniature park phreton, is finished in 
natural woods with brown leather fittings. 
The harness is also brown leather to corres- 
pond, tho turnout being the most unique 
of its kind ever seen.

THE EMPEROR'S SPEECH. 

The speech of tho Emperor of Germany 
in opening tho Roiehstag waa moderate and 
minly. Ho has dropped the autocratic tone 
which he assumed when he ascended the 
throne. He spoke to tho representatives of 
the people aa one who respected both their 
judgment and their powers. He has moder- 
ated hia demand in the direction moat wel- 
come to the people. He aays that in the 
new bill which is to be submitted to Parliti- 
ment " diminished demands are made upon 
theperaooulccipicities and tax-bearing power 
of tho people, as far aa po8sible without en- 
dangering the efficiency of the army." The 
new bill is therefore a compromise measure. 
Rut the Emperor is aa firmly of opinion us 
over that tho increase of the military es- 
tablishment which he has asked for is re- 
quired. It is probable that a very large 
proportion of the nation is of the tame 
opinion. The eiFective defence of tho 
Fatherland is very precious in the sight of 
the Oilman people. They are ready to 
make sacrifices to keep Germany iu tho 
front rank of the military powers of 
Europe. All that they require is to be con- 
vinced of tho necessity of the increase of 
the army, to make them willing to bear the 
burdens which that increase will neces- 
sarily impose. The appeal to their 
patriotism which the Emperor made 
to the representatives of tho people, 
met with a quiok and hearty re- 
sponse. The applauao with which the 
Emperor's speech was greeted is not 
in accordance with British ideas of 
State decorum, but it ia evidently 
the right thing according to the 
German code, and we have no doubt that it 
waa both sincere aDd hearty. The Germans 
aro a patriotic people, and the speaker who 
appeals to their love of country touches a 
quickly responsive chord. 

It may, wo think, be taken for granted 
that the Emperor William will have his way 
aa far a3 the increase of the army is con- 
cerned. We believe, too, that lie has come 
out of the late electoral struggle with great 
credit. Although he had stated plainly and 
frankly what his views were, and how he 
wanted the poople to decide, he did not use 
any meana to influence their votes. The 
Government of Germany, during the recent 
oontest, appears to have studiously avoided 
ovon tho appearance of interference. The 
pooplo, both of town and country, were per- 
fectly freo to olect tho men of their choice. 
They wcro not, aa far aa the Government ia 
ooncorned, either intimidated or bribed. 
Tho Emperor showed, in the clearest and 
uioat effective manner, that he had confi- 
Jonco in the electors, and that he respected 
thoir rights. This waa a new thing in Ger- 
many. m 

HOW TO KEEP OFF OLD AGE. 

Mr. William Kinuear undertakes, in the 
columns of tho North American Review, to 
show the world how a man can, if he usee 
what ho points out aa the proper means, 
live two hundred years. His theory ia 
plausible. Ho shows that the human ma- 
chine as it grows old geta clogged with do- 
p-jaits of earthy matter, of a gelatinous and 
fibrous character. Bono gets made in tho 
wrong plane, and tho arteries become 
blocked up and are unable to perform their 
function. What ho proposes to do is to 
prevent the deposition of these substances 
in the system. Ee would keep tho ma- 
chine in good working order and so enable 
■tie last a very long while 

Me,, he shows, incapacitate their bodily 
ergans from continuing to do their work by 



what they cat. Much of their food con- 
tains limo und salts of one kind and 
another which the system, when years begin 
to tell on it, is not ablo to throw off. The 
joints then got stiff, the circulation gets de 
fective, and old ago comes on apace. There 
ia, he maintains, no necessity for this. Kread 
and beef and old mutton aud some other 
kinds of food, generally eaten by both young 
and old, contain tho earths and salts that 
are apt to remain in the system. He would 
atriko theso out of the bill of fare of men 
ami women who aro in what is called tho 
declino of life. He would contino them to 
a diet which contains but few mineral sub 
stances, such aa fruits, iiah, poultry, young 
mutton aud veal. He insists on moderate 
eating, even of the right kind of food. Then, 
to prevent tho deposits ho dreads, he would 
have peoplo use distilled water plentifully, 
This, ho says, is the best solvent known. In 
the water ho would have a few drops of 
diluted phosphoric acid. Mr. Kinnear 
sums up his theory in tho following sen 
tence: "Tho most rational modes of.keeping 
physical decay or deterioration at bay, and 
thua retarding the approach of old age, are 
avoiding all foods rich in earth salts, usin 
much fruit, especially juicy uncooked 
apples, and by taking daily two or three 
tumblersful of distilled water with about 
ten or fifteen drops of diluted phosphoric 
acid in each glassful." 

A COWARD AND A FOOL. 

lien Kennedy, u ho is figuring as a lies 
perado on Heed Island, or thereabouts, is 
certainly tho very reverse of a hero. The 
man who goes about among peaceable and 
unarmed men with a Winchester on Ilia 
shoulder and revolvers in hia bel'., bully- 
ing and threatening I hose whom ho meets 
and compelling them to obey his orders, is 
most probably a cowardly hound. If the ao 
count given of tho murder of O'Connor ia 
true, he is treacherous as well as cowardly 
and a fool to boot. His at ticking tho mun 
in the dark, when he was unable to defeud 
himself, shows that he doea not possess tho 
poor quality of physical courage, and hfSat 
tempt to force men to testify that O'Gon 
nor's death was accidental proves that he is 
completely destitute of common sense. He 
might, jf he had the least power of thought 
know that any attempt on his part to in- 
timidate tho magistrate and the witnesses is 
tho strongest presumption of guilt. A man 
conscious of his innocence would 
act in a very different way. He would not 
make auspicious circumstances moro sus- 
picious by acting aa if he knew himself to 
be guilty and waa afraid that those who 
were on the spot when the man was killed 
would testify against him. His conduct 
throughout tho whole affair has been utterly 
despicable. He is a villain of the meanest 
nnd most contemptiblo kind. There is 
nothing that even tho most moibid can ad- 
mire in what ho haa done. He will no 
doubt do his best to keep out of the clutches 
of the officers of the law, but it is devoutly 
to be hoped that he will not succeed. Such 
human vermin are a nuisance, and society 
should rid itself of them as quickly as 
the process of law will permit. 



THE CHOLERA. 

There is still talk of the cholera in 
Europe. It is spreading in France at a rate 
sufficient to create anxiety. Trustworthy 
information has been received that from 
June 7 to Juno 17 there were, in L'Orieut 
and the adjacent villages and towns, ,">(j'2 
cases of Asiatic cholera, 178 of which were 
fatal. The disease has extended to Britanny, 
which is said to be thoroughly infected. 
Tho New York Times says : 

A large part of France is now infected. 
The disease hi'S moved northward and west- 
ward from the mouth of the Rhone. It ia 
now in Lyona and in Paris, but the policy 
of silence or misrepresentation which has 
been exhibited with respect to the epidemic 
on the west coast has permitted very little 
news to get out aa to the progress of the 
diseaso in the interior of tho country. From 
France cholera already haa been carried to 
Malta and to England. A sailor on a 
steamer coming from Nantes died of the dis- 
easo on Monday in an English port. On 
the infected ship which arrived at Malta 
from a French port on Thursday last two 
have died und five uie ill. 

The disease still rages in Mecca. In that 
city on Monday, the 2(3 th of June, there 
were aa many aa 999 deaths. This news 
should increase the vigilance of the health 
authorities of the United States and Canada. 
All vessels from Europe should be rigidly 
examined, and the quarantine should be 
strictly enforced with respect to any vessel 
in which ia found a case of tho disease. It 
is much easier to keep the cholera out of 
the country than to stamp it out when it 
once obtains a foothold in any of its cities. 



GENERA LL Y CONDEMNED. 

The action of Governor Altgeld in par- 
doning the anarchists has roused the indig- 
nation of men of all nations and all partiea 
in the States. They look upon it aa a dan- 
gerous precedent, and as an encouragement 
of the men who believe in bringing about 
the changes they deairo by acta of lawless 
violeuce, for wnich there can bo no 
excuse. Tho Now York Times, which ia a 
Democratic journal, and which is generally 
very temperate in tho expression of its 
opinions, commenting on tho act of the 
Governor of Illinois, says : 

By what motive was thia extraordinary 
assault upon the safety of tho State by a 
man chosen to represent public authority 
and execute tho law possibly animated? It 
can hardly be that Governor Altgold was so 
insane as to believe that it would benefit 
him politically. Nothing more utterly ruin- 
ous to his reputation ami his political pros- 
pects could have been done by him. The 
element in the community that does not 
feel outraged by his conduct is too small to 
form a balance of power in any party con- 
test ; but, if it were not bo, that conduct 
would make it impossible for any party 
made up of American citizens ever again to 
utrust any share of its interests to hi< 
keeping. Governor Altgold haa committed 
political auicide, and it must be that ho 
acted from a conviction that blinded him to 



tho quality aud consequences of hia act. It 
reveals him either as an enemy to tho safe- 
guards of society, or as a reckless dema- 
gogue who is incapable of understanding 
the spirit und temper of tho peoplo of thia 
Republic. It is a citation whether tho 
peoplo of Illinoie will endure hia presence 
in their highest ollicn for the term to which 
ho was elected before his real character wus 
known. 

It is to bo hoped that tho prediction of 
tho Times, that Governor Altgold has com- 
mitted political auicide, is true. It would 
be a great niisfortuuo to tho United States 
if tho Governor of a State could, by pander 
ing to the most dangerous cluaa iu tho com 
munity, add to his popularity and increaso 
his chances of political aggrandizement. If 
Governor Altgeld found it to his interest as 
a politician to trucklo to tho anarchists, 
there ure hundreds of politicians in all parts 
of the Union who would follow hia example. 
There is, it is to bo hoped, a point beyond 
which tho trading politicians of tho United 
States cannot paas. Tho people showed 
somo timo ago, that they heartily hate 
anarchy und anarchists, and the indications 
aro that that wholesome hatred is not in the 
least abated. If Altgeld is treated as tho 
Times predicts, both the politicians and thfl 
anarohists will bo taught a salutary lesson

VICTORIA V. VANCOUVER. 

To the Sportim; Editor: — This match 
was played at Vancouver on Dominion Day, 
under most favorable circumstances, the 
pitch being everything that could bo wished 
lor, und tho weather delightful. Victoria 
winning the toss, elected to bat first and 
made the excellent start of 53 runs before 
a wicket fell, thanks to tho brilliant batting 
of Holt and Barff. The game should have 
been a much closer one. 

It may safely be said that more is learnt 
from defeat than from victory, and lot us 
not pass this over without a few remarks. 
If Victoria wishes iu ful uro to mako a good 
game for Vancouver, their members must 
adopt some radical change iu their mode of 
practice. In making the following compari- 
son the writer has no wish to detract from 
the line play of his Vancouver rivals, hut to 
show how we can, by adopting their own 
mode of practice, hope in tho futuro to 
approximate to their style. Tho Vancouver 
members do not confine their practice to net 
practice, but are continually having match 
practice. Net practice is all very good 
when the players huvo plenty of match 
practice also, say on alternate days or twice 
a week at least ; but when we, iu Victoria, 
play a match not more often than once a 
week, and sometimes there is no 
match at all, and only eleven 
of our members can play even 
when thero is a game on, barring in club 
matches, which are rare, what chance have 
we of coping with an eleven which practises 
together regularly '.' Mark the effects of net 
p ujtioe, which ia disastrous on every single 
man in tho eleven. Take first of all the 
batsman. Most nun when playing at a net 
will not try to play as they would iu a 
match. They step out, having nobody be- 
hind the stumps, and so get into a way of 
slogging, so that when they have a man 
like Saunders behind tho w ickets und a 
tricky, slow bowler at them they dure not 
take liberties, and fiod themselves utterly 
unfit for playing in the true sense from their 
ground or cutting or otherwise playing the 
ball for what it is worth. Instead of 
this their play resolves itself to a step nut 
and a hard straight drive or slam with the 
frequent response to tho exertion of such 
brulo force unnecessary, though valiantly 
intended, of a feeblo catch to slips or cover 
point. If this docs not happen the alterna- 
tive is being B'umped if they don't get the 
ball away. Next, how does not prnctice af- 
fect the bowler : His idea is generally to 
play bard at the stumps all tho time and 
not to uao his head and bowl for catches. 
It is acknow ledged that in modern cricket 
i_'ood batsmen can seldom bo bowled clean. 
Thirdly, tho effect on the fielders is best 
illustrated by tho Wolves v. Lambs match. 
This match was a terrible revelation of the 
effect of not practising fielding. Cricketers 
must tako catches und chances when lucky 
enough to get them from good bats, other- 
wise no bowler, however good, can effect 
anything, since good men can rarely bo 
bowled. Tho knack of fielding clean and 
flinging in so that tho ball in one bound 
comes to tho top of tho stumps, can only be 
acquired or kept up by constant practice. 
Fourthly, tho wioket-kecp never puts 
on his gloves except in mutches, and ho is 
the most important man 1 1 all. 

What can wo do '! {Our Vancouver rivals 
can use their ground and huvo match prac- 
tice during evenings. Wo cannot, becauso 
tho laoroBso club huvo ours after (i p.m. 

Tho only course, therefoi o, is for members 
to try their hardest to put in an appoaranco 
on the ground aa soon w possible after busi- 



ness hours, if only for half an hour, and 
mako a point of attondinir on two arranged 
days, say Mondaya and Thursdays, so aa to 
eniure an attendance large enough for an 
open practice without a net. An attend- 
ance of six or seven men would mako such a 
practice possible. To show that something 
of this kind is absolutely necessary, tho 
following scores are appended. If unybody 
baa any hotter snggeation, lot him by all 
means givo expression to it and it will bo 
gratefully listened to by all.

her daughter, and after it was over she 
said: "My dear, who id your friend? 
Surely nho cannot bo well informed, for 
she woro a gown low at the neck at 2 
o'clock in the- day, and it was entirely 
too superb for ii hostess to wear at al- 
most any time. Then has she no place 
else to display her jewels except in her 
own home?" 

The daughter blushed and said, "Well, 
mother, of course she made a mistake, 
but it is a mistake frequently made by 
women who, from nut having seen much 
of society, do not understand the art of 
dressing well at home." "My dear," 
answered her mother, "I am glad that 
you have an excuse for her. In my day 
it was considered in bad taste for a 
hostess to bo elaborately dressed, for 
then not one who was present and 
not having equally gorgeous plumage 
would suffer a little heartache. You 
see, in those days the feelings of the vis- 
itor were counted of more importance 
than the display made by the hostess." 

"Yes, that is true," responded the 
daughter, "and it is still true among 
pooplo who really understand what so- 
ciety is in its best term — a meeting of 
people whoso every thought is to make 
it pleasant for whoever may be the neigh- 
bor." 

This little talk proved to mo that there 
wero many women in the world who, 
not meaning to make mistakes, did make 
them and do make them in their own 
homes — I mean in the way of dressing. 
No matter how elaborate a luncheon or 
an afternoon tea may be, the wearing of 
a bodice cut low at the neck or exposing 
the arms is in extremely bad taste. What 
is known as tho round English neck is 
sometimes seen on a young girl, but oven 
she must have long sleeves, and her dress 
must have tho air of being a pretty house 
gown without the least suggestion of a 
ball dress. A hostess may if she likes 
wear a pretty brooch, some simple ban- 
gles and tho rings she is in the habit of 
wearing, but an extensive display of 
jewelry is considered, as it is, in ex- 
tremely bad form. A diamond necklace 
had better remain in tho safety vaults 
forever than bo assumed in the daytime, 
though even such an atrocity has been 
noticed. 

Gloves are not worn either at lunch- 
eon or at tea, and the picture of a young 
woman serving tea with her gloves on is 
an illustration of as great ignorance of 
what is proper as is that displayed by the 
woman who eats her luncheon with a 
veil across her face. What to wear? 
Wear any pretty house gown that you 
may have, and it, by the bye, may be 
draped as uniquely or elaborately as you 
desire, or if you have not a dainty house 
toilet then assume such a dress as might 
bo worn at a daytime reception, going, 
of course, without your bonnet or gloves. 
Personally I think it woman who, inclin- 
ing to bo hospitable, gives many lunch- 
eons or teas is at once economical and 
wise if she provide herself with a house 
gown, for an effective one can be got 
up at slight cost, and then tho house 
wear, which is always severe, will not 
bo given to tho daytime dress. 
. A tea gown is only proper for 5 o'clock 
tea when women only are invited or in 
tho seclusion of one's own room. To 
somebody who inquires it must bo said 
most emphatically that the wearing of a 
tea gown at a hotel outside the seeiSsion 
of your own room will stamp you as be- 
ing in ignorance of its use. What is 
known ns a "fitted" tea gown may b" 
worn at an afternoon tea that is informal 
and to which men may "happen in," but 
tho ordinary loose one is, I repeat, not in 
good taste when tho critical sex are to 
be present.

In visiting one pays the tribute to the 
hostess of looking one's best, and so a 
pretty -reception or walking costume is 
proper at a luncheon. The small bonnet 
may bo worn with propriety, and as it 
is frequently troublesome to put on be 
retained, but when a very largo hat la- 
den with feathers is worn it should be 
taken off, not only because it looks out 
of place at tho table, but it chances be- 
ing knocked against even by the most 
careful waiter. In my experience I have 
seen a huge Gainsborough receive tho 
ice intended for its wearer. 
1 Women of good tasto elect to wear 
either small bonnets or hats that may be 
removed to the theater, opera or con- 
t jiimy women, realizing tho rights 
of the people who sit behind them, keep 
I Perfectly plain felt sailor hat to wear 
of amusement. Tins is taken 
off immediately after entering the door 
Wis put under tho seat in tho wire 
' ck intended for such nurposo. Of 



being held in tho lap, so tho stiff sailor 
takes its place, and though it cannot bo 
quoted as becoming it is useful and ful- 
fills all tho requirements. 

At afternoon receptions a visitor may 
wear any sort of a hat or bonnet and re- 
tain it. This is tho opportunity of 
the girl who wishes to look picturesque, 
and who, alas, does not always realize 
whero her picturesque getup is out of 
place. Cloth gowns may be just besido 
rich silk or velvet ones, elaborate long 
cloaks jostlo short jackets, and indeed 
from the girl who prides herself on her 
levere simplicity to tho one who is gor- 
geous in furs and brocades every gown 
or wrap suitable for street or carriage 
wear is proper nt an afternoon recep- 
tion, 

Not long ago tho question of what to 
wear to places of amusement was agi- 
tated. Tho wise girl is tho one who re- 
alizes that handsome skirts will be ru- 
ined by sitting on them for three hours 
and their having to endure tho walking 
over process that comes to them when 
people in the middle row of seats want 
to go out or come back. A black skirt 
may bo worn with almost any bodice, 
and so tho wise girl is tho one who, to 
wear with her black skirt, has two or 
three bodices somewhat elaborately made 
and trimmed. The fancy for sleeves of 
a contrasting fabric really makes it easy 
to give a bodice an air of elaboration. In 
one of black cloth may be inserted sleeves 
of brocade, while for a front decoration 
then, may be revers of the brocade and a 
full gilet of chiffon or crape. A small 
low bonnet may be worn with this, or, 
better still, the fashion of going without 
the hat may be adopted. 

The gloves should be fresh and pretty 
and tit. wi 11 without being too tight, and 
if a fan be carried it should also have 
the charm of freshness. If possible, 
wear a wrap that can be rolled up and 
put under tho seat; otherwise it will bo 
a burden to you the entire evening. 
Do not have many little things to look 
after. Some women (most of us know 
them) first drop their smelling bottle, 
then their bonbon boxes, then their 
fans, then lose a handkerchief, and the 
search for these articles keeps somebody 
busy all the time and makes what was 
expected to be an evening of amusement 
really one of work and worry. 

At a supper at a restaurant, or indeed 
at any meal eaten there, many women 
commit a most dreadful solecism — that 
is, they wear their veils, raising them 
just enough to permit their lips to he 
seen. They would consider a man ladl- 
ing in good behavior if he attempted to 
entertain them with his hat on, but in 
wearing their veils they are committing 
an equally ridiculous piece of rudeness. 
The excuse usually is that the veil is dif- 
ficult to put on, but that is no excuse. 
It should be taken off even if it is not 
again assumed. By the bye, no meal is 
so light that it does not require tho re- 
moval of the gloves, and for this reason 
wise women select an easy fitting glove 
that may bo taken olf ami put on with- 
out much t rouble. 

I have spoken of men as the critical sex, 
and I really believe they are. A man is 
horrified at the overdressing of a woman, 
either in her home or away from it, and 
he is much apter to be pleased if when 
she is out she is quietly gowned, or, as he 
puts it, "shows she is a lady," and he is 
equally delighted when in her own home 
all th" fritters and pretty frills are put on 
for his delectation, lie is the first one 
to suggest that, a woman is overdressed, 
and lie still has the idea, which he inher- 
its from bis mother, that a hostess, con- 
sidering her guest, should not wear the 
best gown in her wardrobe. At the same 
time he comprehends that she must do 
sufficient honor to her visitors by being 
carefully dressed, for to him an untidy 
woman is decidedly suggestive of an im- 
moral woman.

Wo have had women who woro poets 
and authors for many years, hut the ad- 
vent of women into live daily journal- 
ism is of comparatively recent dato, and 
there is no position where women have 
shone to better advantage, their keen 
perception, conscientiousness and habits 
of industry being of the, greatest service. 
Among the latest to enter tho ranks of 
New York journalism and to make a de- 
cided success of it is Frances M. Benson. 

Miss Benson is proud to be called a 
Hoosier girl, but tin, opinion of her 
friends is that Indiana should bo prouder 
of her, Pretty, young and brave she is, 
and with a vim and go that few men 
have, and with a rare executive ability 
added to undeniable cleverness and in- 
dustry she could not fail.

THE ENGLISH GAME DESCRIBED. 



JIaliIng From Two to Ton Points at a Shot 
Puzzles an American— The Push and Spot 
Strokes May I!« Barred In tlio Coming 
Contest. 

The great international billiard match 
in London between Frank C. Tves, the 
American champion, and John Roberts, 
Jr., tlio hitherto invincible champion of 
England, lias awakened considerable inter- 
est on this side of the Atlantic in the Eng- 
lish game, which is quite a novelty lie re. 
The match, which is to he for 13,000 points 
and continue a week, beginning May 29, wilt 
lie played at Egyptian hall. The stakes will 
be either $5,000 or $10,000 a side, and as Ives 
will meet Roberts on his own ground and 
at his own game the F.iik'lish champion 
will probably allow the push anil spot 
strokes to bo eliminated from the game or 
make such changes a:; will place plucky 
young Ives on a more equal footing with 
him.

•tit "even.-,"' Ives would have iifi more chance

of success than would Roberts if the balk 
lino style of play were to prevail. Roberts 
is such a marvel that he has conceded il,UO0 
points out of 24,000 to an opponent and won, 
but J. Dawson recently met him at these 
odds and not, only won the game, but $10,- 
000 of the champion's money as well. Rob- 
erts not long at»o offered the enormous odds 
of 13,000 points ia 114,000 to any player who 
would meet him. Although Ives has ac- 
cepted the challenge, he is not to receive 
the benefit of any handicap, but the Eng- 
lish hall, which is only 2}i inches, will be 
enlarged to inches, and the English 
pocket will bo narrowed seven-sixteenths 
of an inch. Tho pocket will then be one 
inch wider than the ball, a fact that will 
greatly handicap such an expert as Hub- 
erts, for in English billiards about half the 
game consists in pocketing the ball — a spe- 
cialty that the British champion is mas- 
ter of. 

In the match arranged the pockets will 
cut but a small figure, and the game will 
largely consist of carom playing, iu which 
Ives will be thoroughly at home. 

To tho American who can make but one 
point a shot the spectacle of an English ex- 
pert making from t wo to ton points at a 
single play is a rather bewildering one. 
The English table has six pockets and is 12 
feet long andO feet broad. When compared 
with the American table, which is 10 feet 
long by 5 feet wide, the liritish affair some- 
what resembles a 10-acro lot.

In playing the English game n chalk line 
is drawn across the table where the "spot" 
appears on American tables, and back of it 
Is marked a semicircular balk line. The 
men place the red ball tit the opposite end 
of the table, six inches from the rail, and 
then "string" for le.ad. The player who 
opens the game places his ball inside tho 
balk space, while the other contestant holds 
his own ball until a miss occurs, when be 
is allowed to begin. The opening shot for 
three shown in Fig. 1 is a favorite Initial 
play among experts. The cue ball is made 
to carom on the red ball and then enter 
pocket 2. When the shot is well executed, 
the red ball will go entirely around the ta- 
ble, following the course indicated by the 
arrows, and return to its old position. 

This is a 3-point count, and the player 
repeats it again and again until a miss re- 
tires him from play. The second player 
then starts from the balk space, making 
caroms and pocketing his own, the red or 
bis opponent's ball and sometimes all 
three. The red ball. when pocketed is al- 
ways spot t I'd as at tho opening of the 
game, and t he second player may shoot at 
both the red and his opponent's hall, unless 
the latter rolls inside the chalk line, where 
it is safe except from a carom from the red 
ball. A shot t hat. counts six is shown in 
Fig. 2. The cue ball pockets the red and 
goes into the opposite pocket itself. The 
same count may bo made by n carom oil 
opponent's ball to the red and pocketing 
both white balls. 

By pocketing opponent's ball and then 
pocketing the red by a carom seven points 
may bo made. The 10-shot shown in Fig. 
3 may bo made by the difficult feat of 




na. in — now a ten count is made. 
pocketing the red ball, sending opponent's 
bull into the opposite pocket by a carom 
and following it. In with the cue ball. Last 
yearW. J. Peall made the remarkable run 
of S.UO-l before a miss ret ired him. The spot 
shot, which is barred in big games, is made 
when the stroke ball is on a line with the 
red ball, when spotted, and a corner pocket,. 
Tho red ball may he pocketed again and 
again by tho ulroko ball, which returns 
each time to its old position.

Diablo was the surprise of the 
Brooklyn. He Was 7 years old and had 
long been despised as a cripple. So little 
chance was he considered to have of win- 
ning the handicap that not a New York 
paper the morning of t he race even conceded 
to him the possibility that he might be 
first, second or third. How be defeated the 
favorite, Lamplighter, by over a length 
and won the $25,000 prize for Wblcott & 
Campbell, his owners, is already a tale that 
is told. Diablo is a hay horse by Eolus, out 
of Grace Darling. He was bred by Captain 
Hancock of Virginia, broke down two years 
age and never won a notable race until he 
captured the Brooklyn, defeating such 
cracks as Banquet, Lamplighter, Judge 
Morrow, Racelund and Leonawoll. 

Lookout, the Kentucky Derby winner, 
virtually won the tho race from tho very 
start, lie got away first, was never headed 
and won by four lengths from Plutus. 
Lookout is a golden chestnut in color and 
belongs to the stable of Cushlng & Orth ol 
Minneapolis. He was foaled in Kentucky 
three years ago and his sire, Troubadour,

won the Suburban handicap of 1880. Look- 
out's dam was Christina, and she died only 
a few days before he won the Derby. Last 
year Lookout won S out of 20 races. 



New Orleans Has a Phenomenon. 

Peter ( ass,., a 14-year-old hoy of New 
Orleans, evidently has championship stock 
in him. A few weeks ago on-a most indif- 
ferent track he won the mile race at tho 
games of the Ancient Order of Druids in 
2 minutes 50}^ Beconds, thereby establish- 
ing a new record forthe city and state. ( )n 
May 13 he further demonstrated his right 
to tho title by winning the first race— five 
miles— of the series for the Prial cup in 
Ui minutes 4! 8-5 seconds, also state record. 

The most remarkable feature of the new 
champion is his age. He is 5 feet 4 inches 
tall and weighs 1110 pounds. As his name 
indicates, he is of French descent. He has 
been riding a wheel for three years and had 
won several boys' races, but until his iiiiiin- 
utes 56}<) seconds' effort ho had never meas- 
ured speed with full grown men.

SLOCAN DEVELOPMENT. 



Increased Capital Being 1 Invested in 
Mining— Kaslo's 8111111111118: Works 
Nearly Completed. 

Wonderfully Rich Strikes Made Lately 
on Carpenter Creek and 
Slocau Lake. 



(Correspondonco of tho Colonist.) 

Kaslo, Juno 30. — With startling rapidity 
come reports, emanating from various 
sources, to the effect that the Great North- 
ern railway has secured control of the 
charter of tho Kaslo-Slocan railway and 
will push tho road to completion at onco. 
Such reports vividly evidence the anxiety 
felt in many quarters for the accomplish- 
ment of this much-to-bo-desircd undertak- 
ing. Diligent inquiry of the Kaslo-Slocan 
Railway Co. 'a agent hero, VV. Baillie, re- 
sulted in nothing of very startling moment 
being oliciled. Matters are practically in 
the same position aa they havo been for 
some time, i. e. , Contractor Cameron was 
alill busily eDgaged clearing tho right of 
way on the first five-mile section, and 
Engineer McMillan and party were pushing 
on the aurvuy. So far aa the Great North- 
ern railway having anything to do with the 
local road, Mr. Baillie stated that he had no 
information of auch dealings, nor did he 
believe tuch to bo tho case. Tho present 
holders of the charter were quite capable of 
managing their own affairs, and when they 
made u promise they always fulfilled it, and 
all assertions they had made relativo to tho 
building of t lie road would bo realized as 
quickly aa poasible. Neither Mr. Hendry 
nor Mr. Eivcn had been hero of late, 
but aa they were at preaent in 
tho Kootenay district looking after impor- 
tant private interests, it waa expected they 
will reach Kaslo very shortly, when some- 
thing definite would bo announced. At 
preaent affairs were not in such a settled 
condition as to warrant a public statement, 
but when tho time did arrive there would 
be no hesitation on the part of the company 
in doing so. While not inclined by any 
means to paint the condition of affairs in 
Kaslo, either for the present or future, in 
too rosy a hue, Mr. Baillio felt convinced 
that the city would experience a great re- 
vival in tho fall. Even at the present time 
there was no reason to feel discouruged, for, 
although tho town was somewhat quiet, it 
was only tho natural outcome of tho great 
rush into the hills. 

When fall came this would be altogether 
changed, and money ond people would be 
plentiful. Tho sampling works are being 
pushed with vigor, and by August 1st would 
be in running order. At the present time 
there are at least 0,000 tons of ore on the 
dumps at tho various mines in the district. 
Supposing then, Mr. Baillie went on, that 
the sampling works handled only 3,000 tons, 
this (placing the value of the ore at the low 
estimate of §100 per ton) would place in cir- 
culation §300,000 among the mining men in 
thia vicinity. This, in itself, was a big 
item, and it only went to show more 
strongly that the prosperity of Kaslo waa 
an assured fact. 

A recent arrival from Toronto stated to 
day that the superintendent of the Bank of 
Montreal in Ontario had informed him that 
tho management wero seriously considering 
the advisability of locating a branch here 
at an early dale, which is taken as an indi- 
cation that financial corporations have a 
strong belief in tho stability of the town 
and district. Again, there are negotiations 
now pending with a Spokane party for the 
erection of a large brewery, 80x50 feet, and 
three storiea high, equipped with all the 
latest muchinery, at Kaslo this summer. 
The probable aile will be on the lake front 
in Hand it Miller's addition, that firm hav- 
ing very graciously olfered a free site. The 
brewery on the flats, erected by J. Smith, 
of Kansas, ia expected to begin operations 
next month. 

So far as the wagon road is enncerned, 
Commiaaioner Fitzstubbs stated that with 
tho grant that had been recently made, to- 
gether with probable subscriptions from in- 
terested parties, enough money would lie 
available to extend the road right through 
to New Denver. The road is in first-class 
condition for eighteen milea and is being 
made use of to an increasing extent day by 
day. I^o ore has yet come in, but freighter 
Hughea is making preparations for hauling 
at leaat 1,000 tons as soon aa possible, having 
imported twenty mules, in addition to hia 
already large corral, for that purpose. 

More capital is being interested in the 
mines every week, chiefly through the 
efforts of D. Grauman, of Duluth ; the 
Minneapolis syndicate, represented by VV. 
J>. Middaugh, and Dr. Kilbourne, of Seattle; 
while assurances arc forthcoming that there 
will be considerable English money avail- 
able for profitable investments in the fall. 

The C.P.R. will hurry on their telegraph 
lino from Revelstoke to Nelson via New 
Denver and Kaslo, getting the wires in 
working order in about three months time. 

Tho planing und sawmills will be running 
aguin shortly on regular time, aa thero is 
certain to be a great demand for building 
material. 

There aro several buildings at present 
going up, the moat important being the 
Presbyterian church, corner of Fourth street 
and B avenue. This will be a handsome 
atructurc, capable of seating over 200 people, 
and with its imposing tower, will be an 
ornament to tho city. The example set by 
this body will bo followed in due time by 
tho Episcopalians, Methodists and Roman 
Catholics, the latter intending also to put 
up a school and hospital. 

A new public school will still further en- 
hance the value of Government property 
hero, which consists of the new gaol and 
offices. 

Every business man hero baa an abund- 
ance of confidence in the place and predicts 
great things for tho town in the fall. Such, 
then, is tho present and future outlook of 
Kaslo. 

J. M. Burke & Co.'s privato bank sus- 
pended payment Wednesday morning until 
such time us the arrival of funds will war- 
rant the resumption of business. During 
the last day or so heavy calls have been 
made upon the resources of tho bank, and 
Toller Piggofct, seeing that tho funds would 
be exhausted if a run should be mado before 



supplies could bo brought in, decided to 
tako the step announced. Mr. Burke is at 
present out of the city, but is stated to bo 
hurrying back with a sackful of the need 
ful. Ever since tho failure of tho Citizens' 
bank in Spokane, a drain has been made 
upon the local institution, which hud a con- 
nection with the former. This, with tho 
calls of tho past few d*ys, is the apparent 
cause of the suspension. The bank authori- 
ties state that their action was only meant 
to bo temporary, and that business will be 
resumed almost immediately. At present 
tho situation is not at all pleasing to busi- 
ness men. 

J. Haywood is in the city writing up tho 
country in the interests of Frank Leslie's 
Illustrated and Beveral large Eastern peri- 
odicals. 

On Saturday the planing mills narrowly 
escaped destruction by fire, tho prompt ac- 
tion of the employes alone averting the con- 
flagration. The blaze caught on tho roof 
from the smokestack. 

W. Hodges, familiarly known as "Wild 
Bill," slashed u prospector named Saunders 
in an ugly manner across the face during a 
drunken brawl lust week at Seventeen- Mile 
House, midway between tho head of 
Kootenay and Trout Lake. Hodges has 
skipped out of tho country to avoid arrest. 

It ia confidently believed at New Denver 
that one of tho papers now issuing at Nel- 
son will be removed to that place. 

A propped or named Ryan has made a 
good strike of galena, assying 10f> ounces, 
four miles tip the North Fork of tho Car- 
penter. The ledge ia fifteen iinhes wide 
and he ia asking §15,000 for his find. 

The public school closed laat Friday with 
the ouatotnury ceremonies. Mias McLen- 
nan, who has been teaching for the past 
year, will be succeeded by a Mr. Miller, of 
Vancouver. 

News of a rich strike close to ttio Monte- 
zuma has just reached town. No particu- 
lars arc given. 

Excitement ia reigning on Cooper creek, 
because of the strike of a big ledge of high 
grade galena by S. Simmons and J. Herr- 
ington. 

J. 1). McLeod and S. Ferguson report 
two new locations of galena on Howaer 
creek, each vein averaging -2\ feet. Thia 
news has tended to atlll further increase 
the enthusiasm of the camp in that district. 

S. Harris has just returned from the 
Carpenter creek distiht, and reporta having 
made two promising locutions in that 
vicinity, both showing galena tra-jings. 

D. Cameron passed through here a few 
days ago for Montana to aecuro capital to 
dovelopo a claim of galena struck by him on 
FuIIb creek, the ore assaying 200 ounces. 

VV. M.itthewson and rt. Shields havo sold 
tho Porcupine to W. R. Winstead for a big 
consideration. 

Reports are constantly reaching tho city 
of strikea being made in tho St. Mary's 
country, cast from Kaalo. Thero ia still a 
superabundance of snow there on tho higher 
atretches, and almost constant rain makes 
prospecting on the lower hills anything but 
agreeable. 

A half interest in tho Dolly, on Spring 
creek, has been sold for §(i.")0. D. Starch- 
man wua tho ownor. 

A big strike haa been made on the Black 
Fox claim, an cxtenaion of tho Daiay, about 
ten miles from town. Tho ledge ia seven 
feet wide. 

Specimens of tho strike made by the 
Beeby party a week or so ago on Slocan 
lake, were brought in hero on Sunday. The 
presence of chloride ia apparent in large 
i|uantities, the assay showing it to run 1,200 
ouncea to the ton.
